A TEAM OF HORSES. 


In asserting that bimetallism cannot 
be maintained because gold and silver 
will not concurrently circulate at all 
times and under all circumstances, Seo- 
retary Carlisle is setting up and knock- 
ing down a straw man. 

The fact that gold and silver cannot be 
made to circulate concurtently because 
of variations ng . tue demand tox them 
an argument in favor of bimetallism. 
The ideal money condition is that tin 
which gold and silver flow freely in ace: 
cordance with the law of supply and de- 
mand and the needs of trade. When one 
metal dn response to demand flows out 
of the country it is no special hardship 
because the other is left to keep trade go- 
ing. Bimetallism is like a team of horses, 
when one is holding back a little the 
other does the bulk of the work. It is. 
better to have a team than te have only 
one horse. 

There is no-better 3 as the fal- 
lacy in Mr. Carlisle’s reasohing than the 
recent panic. If we had been on a bi- 
metallic basis it could not have occurred. 
It was a gold scarcity panic. Being on a 
gold basis the outflow of gold created a 
scare which farced .the Government to 
buy gold. But if we could have wtilized 
our. stock of silver the outflow of gold 
would have created no apprehension. 
We would have had abundance of silver 
to fall back upon until the gold came 
back in the ordinary transactions of com- 
merce,

WENT DOWN. 


Wrecked in a Hurricane Seventy- 
five Miles Below San Blas. 


POUNDED. ON THE ROCKS. 


Names of the Nineteen Survivors Picked 
Up at Sea by Capt. Pitts of the 
Steamer San Juan. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, May 30.—The Ex- 
aminer this morning prints the following: 

COLIMA, Mexico, May 30.—A special mes- 
gsenger arrived from Manzanillo this morn- 
ing at 1 o’clock with official information for 
the Governor of Colima regarding the Col- 
ima steamship disaster off Manzanillo. 

Seventy-five miles below San Blas a hur- 
ricane was encountered, and it was debated 
as to whether or not the ship should attempt 
to gain partial shelter in the shallow and 
treacherous Banderas Bay, which has rocks 
near its entrance, or whether it were better 
to push out to sea. 

One local Mexican passenger, Don Matias 
Moreno, says the report was about on the 
deck; and testifies that while cautiously 
steering for what to all appearances was the 
usual „ a slight tremor was felt 
oro 2 Hip.

Bx-Partner of Friedman Bros. & 
Schafer Asks an Accounting. 


LEFT IN THE FIRM’S DEBT. 


Business Dispute of Long Years’ Stand- 
ing Brought Into Court for 
Settlement. | 


A suit was filed Thursday against Solo- 
mon and Jacob Friedman of Boston, Mass., 
and Isaac Friedman of St. Louis, members 
of the wholesale shoe house of Friedman 
Brothers & Schafer, by I. N. Snowden of 
Memphis, Tenn., involving between $60,000 
and $76,000. Harry M. Hill is counsel for 
the complainant. 

The bill recites that Solomon and Jacob 
Friedman ‘were engaged, with their brother, 
Max, in the wholesale shoe business at 
Memphis, Tenn., for some years prior to 
1870. Jan. 1, 1870, complainant, who had 
been bookkeeper for the firm and had an 
extensive business connection, was ad- 
mitted as a partner. He was to have one. 
eighth interest in the net profits. In 1874 
a branch house was opened in Boston, in 
which complainant was also to have one- 
eighth interest in the profits. Jan. 1, 1882, 
Isaac Friedman was admitted to the firm 
at which time articles of partnership were 


signed, and which are made an exhibit to 
the bill. 

After the articles ‘were signed, complain- 
ant charges that the amounts said to be 
invested, to-wit, Solomon Friedman, 362, 
151.96; Jacob Friedman, $77,101.99: Max Fried- 
man, $78,625.25; Friedman, $4, 467.60, 
were inserted in Solomon Friedman’s hand- 
writing, but the complainant says he had 
no access to the books of the Boston house, 
and does not know if these figures are cor- 
rect. The Boston house supplied the Mem- 
phis house with the whole of its stock, in- 
voicing it not at cost, but at a profit ranging 
from 15 to 30 per cent. The Memphis house 
sold at the invoiced prices, never for more 
and often for less, and as the Memphis house 
had to pay its own rent, salaries and other 
expenses, its transactions were bound to 
show an apparent loss rather than a profit, 
the profits showing in the books of the Boa- 
ton house, which did a general business all 
- the country. 

1, 1889, Snowden afid Max Friedman 
retired from the firm. Snowden claims that 
he was induced to belleve that he was in- 
debted to the firm in the sum of $9,000 after 
deducting all his interests in the assets of 
the firm and in that belief he signed three 
notes, each for $3,000, and payable in six, 
twelve and eighteen months. Before the 
first note fell due he learned that Max 
Friedman had retired with $190,000 and that 
the remaining partners had left a capital of 
$500,000. The documentary proof of this, he 
alleges, was in the statement made by the 
Boston firm to a commercial agency, which 
is made an exhibit in this bill. 

Complainant charges that fraudulent rep- 
resentations were made to him by which he 
was made to believe he was indebted to the 
| firm. He concedes that he was credited with

ness of the Boston house, but was excluded

He asks that the firm’s books be subjected 
to the inspection of the court, and that the 
| firm be enjoined from prosecuting any suit 
against him for recovery on the three notes 
referred to. He claims that instead of ow- 
ing the firm $9,000 it owes him some $40,000 
or $50,000, which, with interest, makes a 
total difference of between $60,000 and $75,000. 

The Friedmans closed their Memphis 
house three or four years ago, and the 

resent firm in St. Louis was organized. On 
Mr. Snowden’s refusal to pay the notes, the 
firm sued him in the Circuit Court at Mem- 
phis. He introduced as an offset a bill 
setting forth his claims as above stated. 
The offset was allowed to be pleaded, con- 
trary to Circuit Court practice, it being a 
proceeding in equity, by Judge L. H. Estes, 
whereupon Friedman Brothers withdrew 
their sult on the notes. 

Later Friedman Brothers brought suit on 
the notes in the United States Court of West 
Tennessee and Mr. Snowden again filed a 
cross bill. Friedman Brothers took a non- 
suit, and this withdrew Mr. Snowden's 
cross bill. Now he files the bill in St. Louis.

Great Cycling Event Won by 4 
Windy City Man. 


WAS ONLY ONE ACCIDENT. 


J. M. Dworak, Who Had a Handicap of 
Five Minutes, First in the Chi- 
cago Road Race. 


CHICAGO, III., May 30.—The annual Deo- 
oration Day, Chicago Day, Chicago bicycle 
road race from the Lincoln monument in 
Lincoln Park to Evanston and return, a 
distance of about twenty miles, was ridden 
to-day, and crowds along the route, estimat- 
ed at from 35,000 to 60,000 persens, cheered 
and encouraged the straining contestants as 


they passed. 

J. M. Dworak of the Central Cycling Club 
won the race in :58 4-5. The first ten were 
as follows: 

First, J. M. Dworak. C. C. C.; second, A. 
Smith; third, Homer Sairmon, C. C. C.; 
fourth, Geo. Emerson, Englewood Club; 
fifth, Walter W. Rosehk, Englewood; sixth, 
W. D. Hoff, Englewood; seventh, Edward 
Hameff, Wheaton, III.; eighth, A. McLain, 
Aurora, III.; ninth, Ben Haupon, Thistle 
Club; tenth, C. TI Doyschon, Thistle Club. 

L. H. Bliss, weight 410 pounds, one of the 
largest men who ever rode a wheel, came in 
after being out thirty-seven minutes. 

Dworak was one of the five-minute handi- 
cap men, and was a member of the Central 
Cycling Club. 

The race was remarkably free from acci- 
dents, only one having occurred on the en- 
tire route, and that was not a serious one. 
The third man, Homer Fairman, rode with 
a handicap of five minutes and forty-five 
seconds. Dworak’s time was :58 4-5s. 

This race is now one of the noted events 
of the cycling world. It had its inception 
in the Pullman road race from Van Buren 
street and Michigan avenue to Pullman, 
twelve miles, which was first run in 1 
Year by year it grew in numbers and in- 
terest, but for various reasons it became 
desirable to change it, and last year for 
the first time the new course was laid out, 
and it was renamed the Chicago road race. 
It was won by Fred Rau in 57m. and 10s. 

. H. Peck and W. Bainbridge were tied 
for the time prize at 54m. 368. 

The race was a handicap up to 12m., and 
an army of about 350 cyclists appeared to 
contest for its honors. Though it runs 
northward, near the lake shore, throughout 
over a comparatively level ground, it is 
by no means an easy course, having several 
sharp turns, some patches of sand, a num- 
ber of street railroad crossings, and this 

ear it was broken in one or two places

Bainbridge was first 
to see the necessity of “cutting out,“ so 
he shot into the front, and they started in 
pursuit in single file.
